Editor of the. Whig and Courier : 


As the time is drawing very near when 


the Bangor & Piscataquis Railroad, or the 
City of Bangor must decide between two 
things, viz: whether the Baugor & Piscata- 
quis Railroad, for the City of Bangor, will 
protect itself by leasing the Penobscot 
Centra], or whether it will allow the op- 
portunity to pass and the Penobscot Cen- 
tral to be leased by other parties, and run 
in opposition to the B. and P. Railroad. 
That the Penobscot Central will be built 
is about as certain as it is possible for any 
thing to be. When built, if operated by 
B. & P. at a rental of 325,000 a year, the 
most of which is now paid out to reach 
Bangor by the old route, the B. & P. 
would have the whole control of all busi- 
ness into Piscataquis county and the en- 
tire control of all western business by the 
Lake Megantic. 
With this position held 


by the B. & P. Railroad they would he 
able to pay all of their bonded interest, 
and have a margin of from ten to twenty 
thousand dollars a year to apply to the 
past unpaid coupons. 


What will be the result if an opposition 


company has control of the Penobscot 
Central? In the first place the entire busi- 
ness from the Bangor & Katahdin Iron 
Works Railroad would be taken from the 
B. & P. Railroad. 
Secondly, it would 


open up a decided rivalry for the business 
at Moosehead Lake and would certainly 
take the entire western business which is 
anticipated to come from the building of 
the Lake Megantic. It must necessarily 
take a fair portion of the travel between 
Bangor, Dover, 
Foxcroft 
and 
other 


towns upon the B. & P., as tbe people 
would prefer to take the short line to Ban- 
gor. 


It must be admitted that with this amount 


of traffic diverted from the B. & P. Railroad 
it would hardly be able to pay the working 
expenses and the entire interest of seventy- 
three thousand seven hundred and fifty 
dollars would have to be paid by taxing 
the citizens of Bangor. 
This amount 


added to our rate of 2.60 would make tbe 
city tax nearly 3% per cent., which would 
be sufficient to kill the entire prosperity of 
the city. 


Now then what shall we do; lease It 


when built or not?
